WASHINGTON (AFP) -Tlie 
United States said Monday 
intelligence leaker Edward 
Snowden was still a US 
citzen and had the nghl to a 
"fair" tnal if he returned to 
Ins native country

rejected comments by Wik¬ 
iLeaks founder Julian As¬ 
sange, who has described 
Snowden as being legally 
"marooned" in Moscow after 
Washington cancelled the 
leaker's US passport. 

"Tliat's not true,"' said Ven¬ 
trell, referring to Ass angers 
remarks. 

He told reporters tlie US 
government could issue 
Snowden a "one entry travel 
document' to the United 


States as he is" accused of se- 
nous felony cnmes.' 

'He's still a US citizen. He 
still enjoys the rights of his 
US citizenship, which in¬ 
clude tlie right to a free and 
fair trial for tlie crimes he's 
been accused of."

Snowden was welcome to 
stay in his country as long as 
tlie fomier National Secunty 
Agency contractor stopped 
leaking US intelligence re¬

Snowden had stopped in 
Moscow from Hong Kong on 
June 23 on lus way to Latin 
America, possibly Ecuador, 
in an attempt to avoid extra¬ 
dition to the Umted Sates on 
espionage charges.

Turkey is believed to con¬ 
duct extensive business with 
Iran using gold, and US law¬ 
makers suspect it of import¬ 
ing Iranian natural gas and 
paying for the energy with 
tile metal to arcumvent exist¬ 
ing restrictions on financial 
transactions witli Tehran 

For years, the US and the 
international commumt}'' 
have imposed an arsenal of 
sanctions against Iran, accus¬ 


ing it 0 f using its civilian nu- 
cleai' energy program as a 
cover for attempts to build 
atomic weapons -- charges 
Teliran demes. 

US President Barack 
Obama last July targeted 
IraiTs oil export sector, vow¬ 
ing punishment against firms 
tliat circumvented restrictions 
on tlie financial dealings 

Lawmakers saw the en¬ 
forcement measures as lag¬ 
ging, and last December 
passed the sanctions that 
went into effect Monday. 

In practice, gold sales by 
any person or group to an 
Iranian gavemnient entity or 
private citizen can now tng- 
ger sanctions against the 
seller.

US wildfire rages after engulfing 19 firefighters 


LOS AMGELES (AFP) - Fire¬ 
fighters strciggled to contain a 
runaway wildfire in the US 
state of Arizona Monday after 
19 of their conirades were 
killed in one of the worst sucJi 
incidents m US history and 
two towns were evacuated.

DEHRADUN (AFP^ - Con¬ 
struction Edong river banks 
will be banned in a devastated 
nortli Indian state amid con¬ 
cerns unchecked development 
fuelled last month's flash 
floods and landslides that 
killed thousands, tlie state's top 
official said Monday. 

Tlie Chief Minister of Ut- 
taiakhand, Vijay Balinguna, 
also announced diat a regula¬ 
tory body would be set up to 
scmtmise future construction 
as the Himalayan stale begins 
tlie herculean task of rebmld- 
mg following the June 15 
floods 

Raging rivers and landshdes 
from torrential rains swept 
away houses, other buildings 
and even entire villages in tlie 
stale known as the ''Land of 
the Gods" for its revered 
shrines and pdgnmage sites. 

Some LQDQ people died in 
the disaster and more than 
3,000 are still missing.

New forecast doubles lead time 
for El Nino: study 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
new metliod could double tlie 
lead lime for forecasting the 
ocean wanning trend known 
as El Nino and help c omnium- 
ties better prepare for crops 
losses, floods and drought, 
Gemian researchers said Mon¬ 
day. 

The forecasting algonthm is 
based on the interactions be¬ 
tween sea surface tempera¬ 
tures in the eijuatonal Pacific 
and the rest of the ocean, and 
appeal's to warn of an EJ Nino 
event one year in advance in¬ 
stead of the current sis. 
montlis. 

The new technique also ap¬ 
pears more reliable than con¬ 
ventional forecasts, 

Schellnhuber and colleagues 
reported in the US journal tlie 
Pi'oceedings of the National 


Academy of Sciences 

Scientists analyzed more 
than 300 measurement points 
in the Pacific dating back to 
the 195Ds. Tlie interactions 
between distant points helped 
predict whether the El Nino 
warming would come about in 
the eastern equatorial Pacific. 

Scientists used it in 2011 to 
coiTectly predict the absence 
of an El Nino event last year, 
wluie conventional forecasts 
wrongly said there would be 
significant wanning well mto 
3012. 

Researchers said tlie ability 
to forecast El Nino events will 
become more important as 
global warming progresses, 
possibly making the ENSO 
pattern more intense and 
worsening its impacts.

book on Its fi'ee Reader serv¬ 
ice for gadienng news stones 
and otlier online items in sun- 
ple, up-to-tlie-niinute lists. 

Reader's "RSS feeds" had 
long been a popular way to 
stay updated on subjects of 
mterest, but users are m areas- 
mgly tummg to social media 
such as Facebook and Twitter 
instead 

"Getting nd of fins service 
shows good governance by 
Google... In a world of lim¬ 
ited resources, this service 
just wasn't making the grade." 

Diehard Reader fans were 
outi'aged by Google's move. 

A 'Keep Google Reader 
E.uiming' petition online al 
change.org bad neai'ly 
154,000 signatures as of 
Monday. A 'Please Don't Kill 
Google Reader' petition at file 
same website had logged 
7,5supporters. 

"This IS about us using 
y our pro duct b ec aus e we love 
it, because it makes our lives 
belter, and because we trust 
you not to nuke ifi" read the 
first petition, started by a New 
York City man. "So, please 
don't destroy that tiiist.* 

Google was not deterred, 
and visitors to Reader on 
Monday were greeted with a 
message reminding them fiial 
the service would cease to 
exist at the end of the day 

Online seivices such as 
Feedly, Digg Reader, News- 
blur and even Flipboard have 
stepped up as alternatives far 
Google Reader, which made 
its debut in October 30Q5. 

The demise of Reader was 
among hot topics on Twitter 
Monday, wifii many of the 
one-to-many messages fo¬ 
cused on advice about switich- 
mg to rival services. 

Ironically, it was Twitter 
that helped make Reader ob¬ 
solete by letting people get 
rapid-fire updates firom any¬ 
one in real-time on desktop or 
mobile devices instead of 
needing to check RSS feeds 
m Web browsing software 

But senQus concern has 
been raised by users m the 
Middle East, who note that 
P.eaderis used mplaces such 
as Iran to sidestep Internet 
censorship by oppressive 
regimes.

The Eurostat figures offered 
bill e ho p e 0 f a qui ck end to the 
social crisis, witli the unem¬ 
ployment rate for the entire 
European Umon being un¬ 
changed at 10.9 percent. 

Eurostat said 76.4 imllion 
Europeans ai'e now out of 
work. 

Provrsional official data in 
Italy showed the jobless rate 
hitting a new record of 1^.2 
percent. 

EU leaders agreed to deploy 
up to S Q billion euros (ilO.4 
billion) in pro gi’ammes to figlit 
youth unemployment at a sum¬ 
mit in Brussels last week after 
US President Barack Obama 
warned of the risk of a "lost 
generation" in Europe. 

The Eurostat report, wluch 
revised previous figures, 
showed the eurozone rate 
reai±ed 12.1 percent in March.

Pope Francis statue installed 
at Argentina cathedral 



Steinway, piano-maker for

BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - A 
life-aze sculpture of Pope 
Francis was installed Saturday 
on a patio outside Buenos 
Aires' catliedral, where Jorge 
Bergogho presided over daily 
Masses before he became 
pope in March. 

The sculpture, made of 
fiberglass and resin, is in a 
courtyard closed to the public, 
but can be glimpsed from the 
street, where the pontiff ap¬ 
pears to be smiling and wav- 
mg. 

It IS pait of a project by 
artist Fernando Pugliese to 
populate Buenos Aires witli 
variously sized sculptures of 
the first pope from Latin 
Alienca, in public and private 
spaces related to Bergoglio's 
life in Aigentina. 


"I've known Jorge 
Bergoglio for 14 yeai's. I've al¬ 
ways admired lum and Ins 
very humble personality fasci¬ 
nates me," the aitist told re¬ 
porters. 

"Now I want to take the 
papal plnlosophy of brother¬ 
hood and love to all the people 
who go tlnougli the city." 

Hie new statue was placed 
not far from one of the Virgin 
of Lujan, Argentina's patron 
saint, winch wiU be exlubited 
in die Vatican stalling in Feb- 
ruaiy. 

Since Francis became pope 
on March 13, tliere has been a 
surge of religious tourism at 
the Buenos Aires cathedral, lo¬ 
cated across from the histone 
Plaza de Mayo, where he 
served as ai'chbishop for 15 
years. 


Cirque du Soleil 
performer dies 
in Las Vegas 
horror fall 

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - A 
performer with the world- 
famous Cirque du Soteil 
circus died after plunging 
from a high wire before a 
horrified crowd at a Las 
Vegas show, the organiza¬ 
tion confirmed on Sunday. 

Sarah Guyard, who 
media reports identified 
as a 31-year-ofd mother- 
of-two, fell to her death to¬ 
wards the end of the 
circus's popular Ka pro¬ 
duction staged at the 
MGM Grand on Saturday. 

Witnesses quoted by US 
media reports said Guyard 
fell from a height of 
around 50 feet as she was 
being hoisted up towards 
the roof of the stage on a 
wire for a battle scene in 
the show. 

It is believed to be the 
first fatality in the history 
of Cirque du Soleil, the 
Canadian-based animal- 
free circus troupe known 
for its offbeat perform¬ 
ances which have toured 
around the world. 

Cirque du Soleil founder 
Guy Lallberte said in a 
statem ent posted on Face- 
book he was devastated 
by thetragic accident 

A statem ent from Cirque 
du SoEeii said the organi¬ 
zation was working with 
authorities in Las Vegas to 
determine how the acci¬ 
dent occurred.
